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THE NEW TOWNS 


HE New Towns have received a lot of criticism, some of it reasonable, some 
otherwise. As an instance of the latter sort one could not do better than cite 
the view of a certain disappointed critic, that a new town should be as exciting 
as the latest Citroen model. Excitement is rightly expected in, say, an inter- 
national exhibition of a few months’ duration, but the eccentricities that 
produce it are apt to pall with the passage of time. And how quickly can styles 
change! In the sphere of domestic architecture it is the gracious qualities 
that endure and please—the simplicity and refinement of, say, a Queen Anne, 
a Georgian or a Regency house. 


On the other hand, much of the criticism of the New Towns has been to the 
point. They are generally wasteful of land, and the prevalence of two-storey 
houses gives them a monotonous appearance. Many squares and closes 
look empty because the buildings are disproportionate to the spaces. A 
common complaint, too, is that they lack a community spirit, but that is prob- 
ably due to the frequent absence of community buildings, owing to Govern- 
ment restrictions, and will lose much of its force when it becomes possible to 
provide these. In the meantime, much is being done to meet the needs of 
social life by voluntary organisations. 


The validity of much of the criticism of the New Towns was admitted by 
Mr. Frederick Gibberd in the informative and stimulating lecture which he 
gave at the Royal Society of Arts last week. (Some extracts from it are given 
on page 226.) On the question of the correct aesthetic and architectural solution, 
however, while agreeing that it would be ‘fun’ to surround a town centre with 
a dozen or so tower blocks, as at Vallingby, the new Stockholm satellite, he 
held, and many will think rightly, that it was more important to encourage 
the development of human personality and the English way of life. Never- 
theless, he believed that when the towns were socially balanced they could take 
from 20 to 30 per cent. of flats without restricting personal freedom, and that 
much could be done to obtain variety through change in architectural design. 
Part of the monotony of the New Towns is attributable to the dull and timid 
work of local authorities and speculative builders who could do much better 
by employing more imaginative architects. 


When all criticisms are taken account of there can be no doubt that the New 
Towns have achieved a large measure of success. Much as one may regret the 
loss of agricultural land, they have at least put a brake on the further peripheral 
expansion of already grossly overgrown urban areas. It would have been 
better for our country if they could have been built earlier. 


A HOSPITAL BUILDING BULLETIN 


HE Ministry of Health, and not forgetting their colleagues in the Department 

of Health for Scotland, are to be congratulated on the publication of their 

first Hospital Building Bulletin* and for their boldness in choosing one of the 

most controversial aspects of hospital planning for their first essay in their task 

of providing guidance to all those concerned in the new hospital building 
programmes. 


The new bulletin will rank with distinction amongst those already published 
by other Ministries on housing and schools. As in the other publications the 
same high standards have been maintained, and noticeably the same simple 
and concise terms and the reasonable balance of the judgments on the many 
conflicting views and opinions which are current in the consideration of the

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planning of operating theatres. Divided into 10 parts, the bulletin covers 
general planning problems, the design of the operating theatre and of the 
ancillary rooms, mechanical and electrical installation and all the specialist 
equipment which makes up the complex of a modern operating theatre suite. 


In the opening part—The {cope of the Bulletin—it is stated that the infor- 
mation given is based on ‘current British practice’ which might be interpreted 
by the uninitiated as a definite and established standard, but this is far from 
reality and the authors have used admirable discretion in their analysis of the 
basic requirements and principles which should govern planning between 
the wide extremes of operating theatre practice. 


It is comforting to note that the bulletin states that it does not set out to 
provide plans with a rigid prescription of planning details, and it points out 
that neither does it lessen the need for architects and engineers to co-operate 
with local staffs of hospitals concerned in the promotion of individual schemes. 
This latter provision seems to be the whole basis for progressive improvement 
in providing the necessary facilities for the very exacting science of surgery, both 
for the ultimate well-being of the patient and the comfort and efficiency of the 
medical and nursing staffs. 


Each succeeding part deals methodically with general planning consider- 
ations, the rooms and layout of suites, followed by the design of the individual 
components. It is in these parts that the bulletin has chosen the middle course 
between the advocates of a degree of perfection in aseptic techniques which 
impose disciplines on the staff—the type of plan to which Jean Walter has given 
such careful thought—and the other extreme in the simple corridor plan most 
common in American practice, where the results must depend wholly on the 
careful attention and discipline of the staff at all times and the carrying of 
risks of cross-infection not generally acceptable in Britain. The planning 
diagrams will meet with a wide measure of approval and seem well suited to 
British customs which are in themselves the result of many years of evolution 
in techniques, particularly the favoured practice of performing ‘lists’ of similar 
operations at a given session. 


The sections dealing with the engineering services and sterilising equipment 
show the same commonsense attitude between the engagement of all the 
facilities offered in this mechanical age and sensible economy. This is par- 
ticularly true of the recommendations for ventilation, in which field there is much 
still to be investigated. Recent discoveries have led to new thoughts on the 
desirable bacteriological cleanness of the air, the rates and direction of air flow. 
To have delayed publication of the bulletin until all the investigations were 
complete would have been a disservice to all those now engaged in the new 
development programmes of work. 


It is hoped that the publication of this bulletin will give added stimulus to the 
research being done elsewhere in the country to establish a scientific basis for 
judgment on such things as lighting, ventilation ané sterilisation. The added 
complication of the requirements of teaching hospitals with the advantages or 
otherwise of modern visual conditions, such as television, has wisely been 
avoided. This would have introduced complications in planning which would 
require the temper of actual experience to enable any reasonable judgment to 
be made of the desirability or otherwise of such a facility and the complicated 
equipment and staff required to manage it. Within the simple terms of the scope 
and the intention of the bulletin it is wholly praiseworthy and to its authors 
and to those who advised in its production are due the most grateful and warm 
thanks for the useful guidance given. 


LAVENHAM FOR THE NATIONAL TRUST ? 


AVENHAM, in Suffolk, as many people know, is a delightful and almost 
unspoiled example of a Tudor and Elizabethan small town. Notwithstand- 
ing the good work of the Lavenham Preservation Society it is not completely 
safe from the attentions of the ‘ strippers and restorers.’ The article by Mr. J. 
Fletcher Watson, JP, ARIBA, which we published in our issue for December 20 
last, called attention to some undesirable developments in the town, and since 
then the matter has been taken up by the Norfolk newspapers, the BBC Region 
and also by Television in London. 


Some years ago the National Trust took over two delightful old towns that 
might otherwise have been spoiled, namely, West Wycombe, Bucks, and Laycock 
in Wiltshire. Has the time come to take over Lavenham as well? The National 
Trust has no funds available for this purpose, but it can hardly be doubted 
that if a national appeal were made the money would be quickly forthcoming.

Commonwealth Relations 


ERHAPS the most important task con. 

fronting the Royal Institute of British 
Architects, the revision of educational 
methods apart, is to develop and consolj- 
date architectural relationships on 4 
Commonwealth basis. Those who believe 
that this is true will see an important 
opportunity to carry the work a step 
farther in the forthcoming opening next 
September of the new Johannesburg 
headquarters of the South African Insti- 
tute of Architects. 

The outstanding success of Mr. 
Kenneth Cross’s tour with the Secretary 
RIBA undoubtedly did a tremendous 
amount to knit together the Allied 
Societies overseas as well as to give the 
RIBA mission a fuller understanding of 
the many problems which those socicties 
now face. But the tensions felt by the 
Allied Societies in South and British East 
Africa are no less acute, and there can 
be no doubt that a visit by the new Presi- 
dent in September would be keenly 
appreciated by South African architects, 
Thanks to air travel, the whole thing 
could be done within three weeks, taking 
in Nairobi and Rhodesia on the way. Mr. 
Cross’s successor, whoever he may be, 
could perform no more_ important 
inaugural task whether considered from 
the Commonwealth or RIBA viewpoint. 


RIBA’s Full Programme 


THE RIBA have a full programme for 
their meeting next Tuesday evening (Feb- 
ruary 4). The annual criticism of work 
submitted for prizes and studentships is 
being made by Mr. Peter Shepheard,

THE LUNCHEON’ which § annually 
separates the sessions of the general meet- 
ing of the Southern Counties Federation 
of Building Trades Employers was held 
in London on Friday last and was notable 
for excellent speeches, especially by the 
incoming President, Mr. C. G. Drewitt, 
FIOB, and by Mr. Harmar Nicholls, MP, 
Parliamentary Secretary, MoW.

Well received was 
his advice to the Government to take 
step; to halt the flow of capital from the 
building societies’ funds to finance 
houses which utilised them to promote 
the purchase of consumer goods on hire- 
purchase. ‘From the national point of 
vie’ as well as from the individual’s 
house-purchase is a better thing than hire- 
purchase,’ declared Mr. Drewitt.

Design and Teamwork 
To the Editor of The Builder 


GIR, — Meinheer Oud’s stimulating 
article on ‘Building Design and 
Teamwork ’ and your editorial comments 
upon it raise questions that could be 
answered decisively only by a close 
examination of specific cases. Whether 
teamwork or group practice—call it what 
you will—produces dull or inspired archi- 
tecture must surely depend on the men 
composing the team, the quality of the 
leadership and the nature of the work 
delegated. One would be inclined to say, 
however, that the small or medium-sized 
practice, with one principal, or perhaps 
two or at the most three partners, each 
having a specific interest and responsi- 
bility, would be more likely to produce 
architecturally distinctive work than 
would a large private or public office. 
One merit of group practice (except, of 
course, where the identity of the individuals 
is hidden under some general title) is that 
credit is given to those who actually do 
the work—a great improvement on what 
used to be. In the heyday of private prac- 
tice it was common for a chief assistant 
to believe that he was doing most of his

principal’s work, which often led to friction.

A reinforced concrete frame has been used for the building with a regular 
grid of 18 ft. square bays. This uniformity, coupled with a standard height of 
10 ft. 9 in. floor to floor for all storeys above ground, simplified construction 
and helped speed operations.

The interior walls of the building are of plain plaster but bold use has been 
made of colour in painting the walls. The walls of rooms facing south are 
decorated pale green and floors are covered with pale green linoleum. Rooms 
with a north aspect have their walls coloured French beige with warm buff 
linoleum on the floors. Walls of corridors are painted French beige and 
doors are pale blue.

The Assessor’s Report 


TWENTY-EIGHT COMPETITORS _ presented 
schemes. I think that the committee ought to 
know that the standard of entry achieved by 
these submissions was, in my opinion, high. 
The competitors as a whole had made careful 
and, in many cases, very detailed studies of 
the problem; some very good sets of drawings 
were prepared, and the reports included clear 
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description and considered statements of cost, 

The problems set by any competition for 
urban housing are not easy to solve. In this 
case the competitors had at their disposal! an 
excellent site; but one not without its complica- 
tions. Competitors had to consider the 
possibility of retaining certain existing build- 
ings. The scheme had to be designed so that 
it could be built in stages and on irregular 
areas of land. In addition, the site slopes frcm 
south to north, and the placing of buildings in 
relation to this was of considerable importance. 
The required density of 140 people to the acre 
had to be achieved and the accommodation had 
to be provided in types of dwelling which were 
related to each other in fixed percentages. 
This last requirement is in itself a severe 
exercise in planning. Many different ways of 
relating dwellings to each other can be devised 
and, at this particular density, the whole 
question of the relationship between high and 
low buildings and all the argument that can 
centre around this is bound to arise. 

It is not surprising, therefore, that com- 
petitors have held widely differing views about 
the way in which the accommodation should 
be dispersed. Some have stressed the import- 
ance of the two-storey house with its own 
private garden as an element in the scheme, 
Others have welcomed the opportunity to

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build high, and have emphasised certain 
advantages in this solution. The final assess- 
ment has involved an attempt to weigh in 
the balance a number of different factors and 
considerations. Mr. Alexander Steele, the 
City Architect, and his staff have assisted me 
throughout in all matters of standards. I 
should mention that a number of competitors 
have adopted internal bathrooms. In making 
my assessment I have assumed this to be a 
possibility which can be justified in certain 
types of plan. 

DESIGN PLACED First (No. 28): This 
competitor has centered his layout around a 
tightly planned group of houses built on the 
site of the old Fort, in the first stage of the 
scheme. Well sited to the north of this are 
three 14-storey blocks planned with internal 
access. Around the perimeter of the site are 
placed seven-storey spine buildings set in open 
space. These lines of spine buildings, broken 
on the south side, are carefully related to each 
other and give the main architectural scale to 
the development. They pick up a relationship 
with the height of*the tenement buildings in 
Hamilton-street. The road pattern runs into 
the heart of the scheme, and the general 
character at the centre is urban and is laid out 
with paved areas and courts. Grass and 
planting, in the main, will occur on the 
periphery of the site and will be related to the 
spine buildings. 

The scheme divides easily into the three 
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phases. The first stage, built on the Fort site, 
forms a development which has architectural 
completeness. The road system can readily 
be made accessible from existing roads and the 
layout contains a well balanced variety of 
dwellings in the correct proportions. The 
total number of dwellings for complete 
development (641) compares well with the 
target figure of 645. 337 dwellings in the first 
stage is something below the target. 341 of the 
total number of dwellings are within four floors 
of ground level. 

The layout is orderly and controlled: the 
scale of the buildings, their varying heights and 
their general relationship to each other seem 
to me to be good and to be well suited to this 
particular site. Certain matters will need 
adjustment. Better sunlight conditions could 
be obtained by the re-positioning of one of the 
seven-storey blocks: this would not affect the 
layout and character of the scheme. Also, 
there has been some infringement of building 
lines on Albany-street and Lindsay-road which 
will have to be corrected. 

The buildings are of three main types: 
(a) The houses at the core of the scheme, which 
are planned as four, three and two apartment 
houses, are based on the idea of providing 
each house with an enclosed private open space 
or courtyard. (b) The spine blocks again 
include a variety of plan types. They are seven 
storeys high and the individual types are 
planned with a completely different character. 
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(c) The third type of building takes the form of 
three 14-storey blocks. Here again the types of 
accommodation are varied and ingeniously 
interlocked in section. The floors of each block 
are planned at half levels. This arrangement 
makes it possible to place corridors on alternate 
floors. 

In my opinion, the merit of this scheme lies 
in the variety of ways in which the dwellings 
have been planned and in the range of choice 
which this makes possible. This flexible 
grouping of types has been achieved without 
sacrificing well proportioned rooms and con- 
formity with desirable sizes. It has also been 
achieved in well proportioned and well 
modelled buildings. The competitor’s report 
supports the impression that the architectural 
character of the scheme would be simple, 
sensible and effective. Materials are well 
chosen, precast concrete slab as a facing for the 
high blocks, wood window frames and sione 
walls (recovered from the Old Fort) for the 
low buildings. Sensible practical decisions 
have been made; for example, all balconies 
are recessed and therefore protected, and the 
areas of glazing in windows is not too great. 
The district heating scheme proposed by the 
competitor will need further discussion. The 
costs given in the report are in generalised 
form. Iam advised that, although some of the 
building rates appear to be low, the total cost of 
the scheme is within the 10 per, cent. margin.

Great care has been taken with the details of 
this layout. The use of levels, the planting, 
and the siting of the recreational areas are all 
good. The use of a diagonal road cutting 
across the boundaries of the original site 
presents some difficulties from the point of 
view of completeness at the first stage of 
development. 

The total number of dwellings exactly 
conforms with the target figure (645), although 
the number achieved at the first stage of develop- 
ment is slightly below it. The correct relation- 
ship of percentage of apartments at the initial 
stage may be difficult to achieve. The plan- 
ning of the tall blocks introduces an interesting 
use of internal access galleries. These gal- 
leries lead to dwellings which interlock in 
section. The planning of the _ individual 
dwellings is good. 

All the four and five apartment dwellings are 
planned in low blocks of three- and four- 
storeys. These are arranged as maisonettes 
with a 17 ft. 6 in. frontage, and all are, again, 
well planned. The set of plans is accompanied 
by a competent report which indicates the 
thoroughness with which the scheme has been 
considered. The total cost is satisfactory. 


















This (No. 21) is one of the few schemes in 
which an attempt is made to retain some of the 
features of the existing layout. The gatehouses, 
the officers’ mess and bastion, the old barracks, 
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the centre of the scheme conditions the housing 
development which is spaciously laid out in 
slab blocks at right angles to each other. 
These blocks create a series of related spaces 
which are paved and planted in various ways. 
The layout is competent, dignified and care- 
fully considered. The total number of dwell- 
ings (654) is slightly greater than the target 
figure. The dwellings on the Fort area, how- 
ever, will be less than the total number possible. 

The tall blocks, like those of Scheme No. 22, 
introduce interesting cross-over plans. The 
access corridors, however, appear to be long 
anc narrow, and the internal planning of the 
flats does not appear to reach the standard of 
the layout as a whole. The low blocks are 
weil arranged, and the conversion of the exist- 
ing buildings is well conceived. The total 
cost of the scheme is within the 10 per cent. 
margin. 


Commended Design 


I would like to mention certain aspects of 
the following schemes: Scheme No. 9 is 
specially mentioned for its skilful layout of the 
pecestrian centre to the scheme; Scheme No. 15 
is mentioned for the interesting layout and 
planning of the houses that are introduced into 
the scheme; and Scheme No. 12 deserves 
special mention for its attempt to plan a 
layout around a series of interrelated courts. 


The Winner’s Report 


|T IS ABOUT THE Fort, centred at the northern 
end of the site, that the scheme is focused. 
There are, essentially, four building elements: 
(1) the raised platform at the lower end of the 
fort area, accommodating all the required 
garage space, electricity substation and dis- 
trict heating plant; (2) at this end of the site 
also are three 14-storey slab blocks framing the 
view; (3) the tightness of the pinched-in area 
of the fort site is intensified by the close texture 
of the one-and-a-half-storey court houses; 
(4) the three polygonal spaces leading into this 
centre are occupied by long seven-storey 
‘spine’ buildings which stretch out limbs to 
touch the site boundaries. 

Blocks A 1, 2 and 3, the 13-storey flats, 
have access by lift and internal corridor. 
Blocks are planned on the semi-duplex system 
with access corridors on every second floor. 
Blocks are of r.c. load-bearing construction 
9 in. thick, spanning a frontage of 18 ft. 6 in. 
All services are distributed horizontally be- 
neath the ceiling at basement level and at 
roof level, and are thereafter carried vertically 
in the spine duct to each floor. Plumbing 
on the one-pipe system. 

Blocks B 1-12, the seven-storey maisonettes 
and flats, have access by lift and external 
access balcony. Construction is 8 in. r.c. 
cross-walls at 12 ft. 8 in. centres. 

Blocks C 1-16, 14-storey court houses, are 
each made up of two four-apartment houses, 
with split levels which reduce circulation space, 
a three-apartment house and a two-apartment 
house. Traditional construction. 

Cost: Fourteen-storey slab blocks: estimated 
average, 65s. per sq. ft.; seven-storey blocks: 
estimated average, 60s. per sq. ft.; court 
houses: estimated average, 40s. per sq. ft. 
Total estimated cost is £1,500,000, of which 
£300,000 is taken for demolition, special 
foundations, site works and services.

News of the Week 


Local Government Architects’ 

Society 
A MEMORANDUM on the formation 

of a Local Government Architects’ 
Society, with a covering letter from Mr. 
R. H. Sheppard, chairman of the Ad Hoc 
Committee, was recently sent to all local 
authorities in the United Kingdom 
which have an independent chief archi- 
tect. This memorandum outlines the 
circumstances which suggest that the 
formation of such a Society is desirable; 
offers some guidance on its likely func- 
tions, finances and membership; and ends 
with a few questions to potential mem- 
bers about their degree of support. 

The Society would exist primarily to 
further the interests of assistant archi- 
tects in local government, and chief archi- 
tects, to whom the circular was addressed, 
have therefore been asked to pass it on 
to their staff. Architects concerned are 
asked to send the RIBA a collective 
answer to Part III of the memorandum 
as soon as possible. 

Any authority which for some reason 
has failed to receive a copy of the memo- 
randum is asked to apply for one to Mr.

London College Opposed 


Essex EDUCATION COMMITTEE are 
opposed to the provision in London of a 
College of Advanced Building Tech- 
nology. Following a request from the 
London Regional Advisory Council for 
Higher Technological Education that 





they should comment on the suggestion 
the committee state, in a report to the 
County Council: 

“After very full consideration your 
committee have come to the conclusion 
that on the evidence available they can- 
not give their support. It is by no means 
clear that such a college is really 
necessary to meet the needs of the build- 
ing industry; it would aggravate the ten- 
dency towards centralisation in London 
which your committee do not consider 
advisable.; moreover it would probably 
suffer from the same disabilities as other 
monotechnics and would not be able to 
provide adequately for liberal studies. 
Your committee consider that fuller use 
of the existing facilities provided by 
technical colleges and by _ research 
associations and other organisations 
would be more likely to achieve the pur- 
pose for which the new college is 
suggested..... 


British Planners’ Visit to USSR 


THe Town and Country Planning 
Association has accepted an invitation 
from the Soviet authorities for a three 
weeks’ tour by six town-planners, from 
May 20 to June 5 next. This is in 
exchange for the recent visit to Britain of 
a distinguished party of planners from 
Soviet cities, which was organised by the 
Association and the Soviet Relations 
Committee of the British Council. The 
British party will be led by Sir Frederic 
J. Osborn. 


Imperial Institute Appointment 


THE MINISTRY OF EDUCATION announce

Speed in Building 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—In your issue of January 17, Sir 
Alfred Bossom writes that unless 
owners State precisely their needs, and 
also pay accounts promptly, architects 
and builders cannot do their job with full 
crecit. 


May I respectfully suggest that both of 
these matters are inherent in most forms 
of building contract, particularly in the 
RIBA form of agreement, and that strict 
adherence to contract conditions by all 
parties in all respects will assist both the 
speed of building and also the agreement 
and settlement of accounts. 


Apart from the practical issue of speed 
in building, or the lack of it, a most dis- 
turbing feature of the building industry 
at present is the ‘extra contractual’ 
daim. This type of claim, whether sub- 
mitied as a matter of right or for sympa- 
thetic consideration, generally has one of 
two factors as a basis, viz. 

1. The work has been finished in a 
lesser period than stated in the 
contract. 

2. The work has occupied a longer 
period than stated in the contract. 

The views of Sir Alfred Bossom on this 
subject, and perhaps also those of Mr. 


Trench, would, I am sure, be of consider- 
able value.

Trade Unions and Learned 


Societies 
To the Editor of The Builder 
R—In a recent leading article 


(January 17), you mentioned the 
desire of some of the younger mem- 
bers that the Royal Institute of British 
Architects takes more interest in the 
salaries of architectural assistants on the 
lines of a trade union. In your corre- 
spondence columns the Institute has been 
described as a learned society. Now, 
Sir, the Institute already acts as a trade 
union in fixing fees for its members in 
practice. Why should it not do so for its 
employer members? And can a profes- 
sional body that fixes scales of charges 
for some of its members be a learned 
society ? 

In engineering, the three leading Institu- 
tions (of Mechanical, Civil and Electrical 
Engineers) do not act as trade unions by 
issuing scales of charges or fees, and so 
Preserve their status as learned societies. 
The scales of agreed fees for engineering 
work are fixed by an entirely separate and 
independent body, the Association of Con- 
suing Engineers, and, in the case of 
structural engineering, the Institution of 
Structural Engineers also has a scale of fees. 

Would it not be better if the RIBA were 
to cease to issue a scale of remuneration for 
a minority of its members, and so join the 
tanks of true learned societies, or alterna- 





tively be consistent and issue scales of 
remuneration for all its members?

GIR,—I have noted with interest, in the 

paragraph on page 149 of your issue 
of January 17, under the heading ‘ Pian- 
ning Problems’ the suggestion that 
developers who have some doubts about 
their existing uses, should apply to the 
lecal planning authority for a determin- 
ation under Section 17 of the Town and 
Country Planning Act, 1947, as to 
whether what they are doing constitutes 
development. 

Section 17 of the Act refers specifically 
to ‘any person who proposes to carry out 
any operations on land or make any 
change in the use of land, etc.,’ and I 
believe it has been held that, having 
regard to that wording, Section 17 does 
not apply to development which has 
already been commenced. It would 
appear, therefore, that a local planning 
authority cannot properly make a Section 
17 determination in respect of an existing 
use. 


I should be interested to know whether 
your Legal Correspondent has had 
occasion to consider this point.

Sewering of an Estate 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IRI was surprised to read the 
remarks of your Legal Correspondent 
(The Builder, January 17) relative to the 
sewering of building estates not immedi- 
ately adjacent to a public sewer. 

So far as the sewering of the estate 
itself is concerned your correspondent 
says, because of the local authority’s 
powers under the Private Street Works 
Code, the builder ‘may be prepared to 
meet this cost.’ I cannot conceive of any 
circumstances in which an estate could be 
developed unless the builder directly or 
indirectly did so. 

As to the construction of an ‘ off-site’ 
sewer through intervening private land it 
is true that the local authority can exer- 
cise their powers to enable the sewer to be 
laid, but why does the question of finan- 
cial responsibility arise? 

I would submit that in normal circum- 
stances the cost should always be met by 
the developer. Consent under the Town 
and Country Planning Acts could be with- 
held, on the grounds that excessive 
expenditure of public money was 
involved, unless the developer signified an 
intention himself to provide the necessary 
services. It is surely now accepted by all 
except land speculators and developers 
that public money should not be used to 
enhance the value of private land or that 
if public money is so used the authority 
concerned should reap some of the 
enhancement. Many local Acts empower 


a charge to be made against land in res- 
pect of expenditure on the provision of 
services by a public authority.

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Private Work by Officials 
To the Editor of The Builder 


GIR, —I am interested-in the present 

correspondence on local govern- 
ment officers doing private work, having 
myself been employed as such an officer 
for nine years before the war and having 
been in practice on my own account for 
the last six years. 


The driving reason for setting up in 
practice is, of course, to obtain the full 
benefits of one’s own knowledge and 
labour and willingness to take responsi- 
bility. The LGO does not take responsi- 
bility to anything like the same extent as 
the private practitioner; he cannot give 
an equal service to his client because he 
is otherwise employed during working 
hours and, because of the restricted 
activities of Local Government authori- 
ties these days (mainly schools and 
housing) his experience is far more 
limited. When I was employed by various 
councils it was always a condition of my 
employment that I was a 24 hours a day 
employee; overtime, for example, was 
never paid. If this is the case today the 
LGO who takes private commissions is 
doubly dishonest—dishonest for flouting 
the terms of his agreement and dishonest 
for taking salary and fees for two jobs 
which he is trying to run simultaneously 
with the usual result that neither is done 
properly. 

The root trouble is, of course, that the 
LGO who accepts these extras wants the 
‘jam’ from the private practice without the 
worry of keeping a steady flow of work 
going to maintain himself and _ his office 
throughout the year. I wonder how many 
would continue to accept these outside com- 
missions if they had to pay income tax on 
their fees and provide for their own retire- 
ment out of them? There is no doubt in 
my mind that the large majority of local 
government employees enter the service 
because of the security offered and the lack 
of ‘rushes’ so prevalent in the outside 
world. We do not blame them or quarrel 
with them for that, but they know the type 
of life they are going into and the return 
they will get for dealing with council work. 
All we ask is that they leave the private 
work to the private practitioner plus such 
items of council work as the council staffs 
cannot handle. I do not mean because 
council staffs are not sufficiently able but 
because ratepayers cannot afford to main- 
tain large technical staffs to deal with the 
large jobs when they do arise.

To the Editor of The Builder 


GIR,—Your correspondent, ‘ Another 
Municipal Officer’ (The Builder, 
January 17), says ‘The Local Govern- 
ment Official, unlike the civil servant, does 
contribute to his superannuation.’ It is a 
common fallacy that civil] service super- 
annuation is non-contributory, and a 
touch of verisimilitude is given to the idea 
in that no deduction appears on salary 
cheques. 
That this is not really the case is clear 
from the procedure when official com- 
parisons are required of the relative costs 
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of professional work carried out depart- 
mentally and by private practitioners. 
Every item of cost of the professional, 
technical and clerical staff directly con- 
cerned is put down; then every relevant 
allocation of general administrative and 
clerical costs and items of ‘ overheads’ 
is included. A futher item is then 
added specifically to cover ‘ Establish- 
ment and Pension Rights’ in the form of 
a percentage of the salaries items, greater 
(in a case I have in mind) than the com- 
bined contributions of authorities and 
employees in other public services. 


The difference lies in the fact that in 
the one case the gross salary is given with 
a visual deduction which involves a book- 
keeping entry, while in the other the value 
of establishment and pension rights has 
been a relevant factor in the framing of 
the salary scales, and these are therefore 
net and no book-keeping entry is neces- 
sary. 


It may be added that there are two 
points on which the municipal officer 
appears to have the advantage over his 
civil service counterpart: (a) his super- 
annuation is computed on his full salary 
and not on the lower net salary of civil 
service practice; and (b) that if at any 
time he wishes to leave the public service 
he does get his contributions refunded, 
but a civil servant resigning at, say, 50 
after 25 or 30 years’ service forfeits his 
pension rights.

LETHABY LECTURES, 1958 
Dr. Rasmussen as Professor 


Dr. STEEN EILER RASMUSSEN, the 
eminent Danish architect, has been 
appointed Lethaby Professor of Archi- 
tecture at the Royal College of Art for 
1958. Dr. Rasmussen, who holds the 
Chair of Architecture at the Royal 
Academy of Arts, Copenhagen, is well 
known in this country and in America. 
In 1947, when he was in Britain, he was 
appointed Honorary Royal Designer for 
Industry by the Royal Society of Arts, 
and was elected an Honorary Corre- 
sponding Member of the RIBA. He was 
Guest Professor of Massachusetts Insti- 
ag ~4 Technology in 1953, and at Yale 
in 1954. 


In Denmark Dr. Rasmussen has carried 
out important work concerned with town 
planning, traffic problems, and landscape 
design. He is the author of a consider- 
able number of important books, includ- 
ing ‘British Applied Art,’ and _ the 
celebrated study ‘London: the Unique 
City’; his latest book, ‘Experiencing 
Architecture, is being translated into 
English and is to be published later this 
year in the USA. His present series of 
lectures will cover some of the ground of 
that work. 


Dr. Rasmussen will give five lectures 
under the title ‘Experiencing Architec- 
ture’ commencing on February 24. They 
will be delivered in the Lecture Theatre 
of the RIBA, 66, Portland-place, W1, at 
5 p.m. Admission is by invitation; 
inquiries should be addressed to the 
Registrar, Royal College of Art, SW7. 


The Architecture of New Towns 


Mr. GIBBERD AT THE RSA 


HE Alfred Bossom Lecture on the 
above subject was given by Mr. 
Frederick Gibberd, CBE, FRIBA, MTPI, 
FILA, at the Royal Society of Arts on 
January 22. Sir Alfred Bossom, MP, was 
in the chair. We take the following 
extracts from the address. 

It is curious, is it not, said Mr. Gin- 
BERD, that we in this country are so 
diffident about our achievements? Hun- 
dreds, no, thousands of foreigners visit 
our new towns; they are astonished at 
what they see. There is tremendous inter- 
est abroad. And yet we, who are suc- 
ceeding with one of the biggest social 
problems the world has ever attempted, 
are almost completely indifferent. 

There is, of course, some confusion 
between the word ‘new’ and novelty. 
Because the towns are new many people 
are disappointed that they are not novel, 
as if there were something meritorious 
about novelty. One of the many archi- 
tects who visited Harlow to tell us how 
we should have done it complained that 
it did not excite him, as did the new 
Citroen motor car. We did not set out to 
be novel but to produce a new town—a 
town where people could live, work and 
play together with the greatest possible 
freedom and dignity. 


The Broad Pattern 


The broad pattern that has been 
evolved for the British new towns is based 
on our way of urban life; a way which, 
amongst other things, prefers segregation 
of home and work, which enjoys open-air 
exercise, which has an innate love of 
nature; which makes use of motor trans- 
port and which, although demanding 
privacy for the individual family, likes 
some measure of community life. The 
plan is a nucleated one. It defines distinct 
areas for home, work and play; it 
sketches out a social structure in the form 
of neighbourhoods, schools and shopping 
centres; it lays down a pattern of open 
space and landscape connected to an 
agricultural belt; and it defines a system 
of road circulation, free of building. 

At Harlow, industry is planned adjacent 
to the railway and always within easy 
reach of the regional roads; housing is 
arranged as distinct neighbourhoods with 
their own shopping and social services, 
and the town centre with its business, 
entertainment and civic groups, is placed 
as a focus of the design. It is at once 
apparent that one building type, housing, 
covers a very large area of the plan. This 
is because the majority of the people want 
a two-storey house with a private garden 
and this is the cheapest form of dwelling. 
Since housing does cover so much land, 
there are advantages in some mixing of 
building types. 

‘Use zoning’ is necessary to prevent 
the evils of the unplanned town, but it 
can lead to dullness through uniformity 
of building type if too rigidly applied. 
The neighbourhoods of new towns are 
not as dreary as LCC and other vast 
estates but there might, for instance, have 
been more intimate relationship between 
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buildings like schools and houses. Shop. 
ping centres might have been in closer 
contact with housing and there might 
have been more link with industry. Ip 
the Harlow plan there are two main 
industrial estates in the north and five 
other areas of service or light industry; | 
thus, industrial architecture contributes 
to the general scenes of the town and it 
provides contrast to domestic architec- 
ture. On the other hand, at Stevenage 
there is one large estate which, although 
splendid in itself, tends to be aloof and 
might become a place where you go to 
make money for the privilege of living 
in the rest of the town. These building 
groups are superimposed on the landscape 
which is in itself a positive design. 


Landscape Design and Road System 


As yet all we can see in the new towns is 
the preserved landscape, but each one of 
them has a positive landscape design which 
is being carried out on a scale not attempted 
before in this country—at Harlow we have 
planted over sixty thousand forest tree 
seedlings; forest trees, not just ornamental 
trees and shrubs. In years to come it will 
be evident that there has been a revival 
of the splendid English landscape tradition. 

Running in the landscape between the 
built-up areas are the main town roads, 
linking up the various parts of the town to 
each other and to the regional road pattern. 
These roads are designed for motor traffic: 
that is, they do not provide building front- 
age; they take smooth and flowing curves; 
there is a minimum number of intersections; 
there are no cross roads; and no traffic 
lights. That only one of the dual carriage- 
ways has been built in this picture is due 
to the Government who will not allow us 
to do the job properly. 

The secondary road system is subservient 
to the building group, its source being 2 
group of dwellings. A group at Hatfield, by 
Lionel: Brett, is an apt illustration. The 
system is an organic one, like a river. As 
the traffic builds up in volume so the road 
gets wider and smoother in its flow. 


Bold Compositions 


The main roads have very great architec 
tural significance. They are significant a 
road architecture—things which are seen 
and they are significant as moving view 
points of architecture—from them you sé 
a rapid series of pictures of the town. A 
road architecture the problem is one 
fusing road engineering with landscap 
design—problems of cut and fill, cross fa 
and so on.

We cycle on these tracks or we race along 
the main town roads to arrive at the town 
centre, the focus of the traffic system. It 
js also the focus of the town community 
life, of its business and of its administration. 
Into its orbit will be drawn as many differ- 
ent activities as possible, like the sports 
stadium, the town park and service indus- 
try, because by so doing it will always have 
some life and bustle. 


The Town Centre 


We leave the main town road and enter 
the centre itself, where we are at once con- 
fronted with a belt of car parks and an 
inner periphery road connecting up to other 
car parks. From the parking belt there are 
short cuts leading to the inner core, which 
is exclusively pedestrian. At least, we should 
be able to do all this: unfortunately not 
all the new towns have adopted the pattern 
| am describing. At Hemel Hempstead and 
Crawley, for example, the shopping street 
is also a traffic street and there are bound 
to be conflicts between the two. 

The approach to the town centre is 
entirely different from the old town, where 
building gets denser and denser and roads 
narrower and narrower. Building stops, 
there is a broad gap and then there is the 
dense town centre itself, looking rather like 
a medieval town surrounded by a moat or 
fortifications and, incidentally, about the 
same size. 

In the pedestrian core we can once again 
enjoy the pleasures of an.urban environment. 
At Crawley, by Sheppard Fidler and 
Howgrave-Graham, we can wander from 
shopfront to shopfront, window shopping; 
see architecture as it was designed to be 
seen; sit in a pavement café and watch the 
busy scene; or just sit. The comparison 
with old towns, where urban squares are 
either car parks or roundabout and shop- 
ping streets are jammed with traffic, is 
remarkable. With the exclusion of the road 
it is possible to form a series of urban 
spaces, each with its own character and each 
designed as a place to be in. The spaces 
can flow into each other, or there can be 
abrupt changes between them, depending on 
the function of the space and the character 
desired. The buildings are no longer just 
architecture, they are the means by which 
we form spaces for urban living. 


Architectural Qualities 


It is when we come to consider the archi- 
tectural qualities of the housing that the 
new towns disappoint us. We must accept 
that they are inferior to the best eighteenth- 
and nineteenth-century town building. No 
new town has the quality of Bath. This is 
nothing whatever to do with the capabili- 
ties of architects—the Woods were great 
architects, but given the same conditions 
Powell and Moya could be as great. The 
reason is, quite simply, social revolution. 
Unlike the Woods we are not building for 
one social class consisting of large families 
with several people looking after them, we 
are building for all classes, for small fami- 
lies and for an individual dwelling for each 
family. The over-riding desire is for a two- 
Storey house with a private garden and it is 











mainly responsible for the large area the 


town covers. Even when it is built reason- 
ably compactly, as at Harlow, it is a village 
scale, not a town scale. If, in the new towns, 
a house had been placed over a house (four- 
storey maisonettes), the area covered by the 
housing would have been halved and the 
visual scale doubled. It is as simple as that. 
Whether you like the social state or not, 
you should not blame architects for its 
expression. 

Mr. Furneaux Jordan, in an article damn- 
ing the new towns, suggested that a correct 
zsthetic and architectural solution would, 
in the end, have proved a correct social one. 
In other words, you scrap the town plan- 
ning and social survey and give people 
what you think they ought to want. What 
fun it would have been to surround the 
town centre with a dozen or so tower blocks 
like Vallingby, the new Stockholm satellite. 
But perhaps it is more important to encour- 
age the development of the human person- 
ality and the English way of life. You 
start this process by giving people more 
freedom, not less. On the other hand, I 
believe that. the towns, when they are 
socially balanced, can take from twenty to 
thirty per cent. flats without restricting 
personal freedom. If they did so, they 
would gain immeasurably as towns and the 
country would gain through saving precious 
land. 


Variety Through Change 

Apart from the lack of height, monotony 
arises from two other causes: sameness of 
architectural design and too wide a space 
pattern. Unlike the old town, there is no 
variety through areas of different historical 
style or different social class. Where a 
development corporation has insisted on its 
own architectural department doing the 
majority of the housing, the result tends to 
be dull, simply because one office is bound 
to repeat itself in so large an enterprise. 

The solution was, of course, to obtain 
variety through change in architectural 
design. This is quite simply done by break- 
ing down the neighbourhood into a series 
of housing groups (say two hundred to four 
hundred dwellings), giving each one to a 
different architect and, having done so, 
encouraging him to be himself. 


We tried this at Harlow, where twenty- 
five different firms have been employed: 
and we extended it in our own office by 
forming different design teams for each job. 
Architects, like other artists, tend to be 
egocentric and there have been times when 
Victor Hamnett, the Executive Architect, 
looked extremely distracted. Certainly 
when walking through a _ neighbourhood 
from Cadbury-Brown through Richard 
Sheppard to F. R. S. Yorke (to take one 
sequence), one is very conscious of moving 
through distinctly different places. 

The Development Corporation are not 
responsible for all the housing, and there 
has been a sad levelling down of architec- 
tural character by local authorities and 
speculative builders producing dull and 
timid schemes. On top of this we have all 
suffered through being required to build 
fifteen per cent. of proprietary houses of 
construction alternative to brick. 

By now the demand for garages has risen 
to at least fifty per cent., and a layout by 
Noel Tweddell, of Basildon, shows an 
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ingenious solution. It is a modification of 
the American Radburn layout. The houses 
are grouped around a rear service yard on 
which is sited the garage and from which 
there is access to the private gardens. “The 
front spaces, being free from all services, 
can be composed about footpaths, into a 
series of architectural compositions. 


Neighbourhood Centres 


The new town neighbourhood centres, 
with their shops, churches and other com- 


munity buildings, form a series of domin- 


ant groups throughout the master design, 
on a secondary key to the town centre. My 
own particular theory was that, in a large 
town, you would have more vital, urbane 
centres if there were a few major ones 
erving groups of neighbourhoods. 

There are, of course, all kinds of centres 
in the new towns. Some of the larger ones 
have been planned round squares or greens 
and one is round a car park. The open 
types have been criticised as being draughty; 
certainly they are quite contrary to their 
traditional equivalent, the small town; 
narrow, intimate and varied shopping street. 

Many of the buildings in the neighbour- 
hood and elsewhere are by agencies other 
than the Development Corporation. They 
give a chance to obtain variety from 
housing, but, alas, they have been, on the 
whole, disappointing. I know there have 
been one or two good churches and pubs; 
that the County Architects and the Ministry 
of Works have produced a whole series of 
distinguished buildings; I know that there 
are few really bad buildings; but on. the 
whole the scene is let down at just those 
places where a building of vitality and con- 
trast is needed. The pity is there are so 
many brilliant young architects, if only 
promoters will trouble to find them. 

I have no time to review the many inter- 
esting industrial buildings that have been 
evolved; there really are some splendid 
designs and there is a refreshing absence of 
that by-pass eye catcher, the central tower 
feature housing the tanks. But I must say 
this: in the new towns you will find indus- 
trial estates that are a pleasure to look at 
and a pleasure to work in; they make a 
splendid contribution to town design and 
they are without equal anywhere. 


RATING OF CHARITIES 
Committee of Investigation Set Up 


THE CONSTITUTION and terms of reference 
of a committee which will investigate the 
liability for rates of charities and similar 
organisations was announced in the House 
of Commons on January 23 by Mr. Henry 
Brooke, Minister of Housing and Local 
Government. 

The Committee, which will be presided 
over by Sir Fred Pritchard, has the follow- 
ing terms of reference: ‘To review the 
present treatment for rating of heredita- 
ments in England and Wales occupied for 
purposes of a charitable nature or for other 
similar purposes (other than hereditaments 
to which Section 7 of the Rating and Valua- 
tion (Miscellaneous Provisions) Act, 1955, 
applies); to consider in particular the pro- 
visions. of Section 8 of the Act of 1955, and 
of the Scientific Societies Act, 1843; and to 
advise on the proper treatment for rating 
of the hereditaments within these terms of 
reference.’ 









RIBA 
Notes from Council Minutes 


"THE following notes are taken from the 
minutes of the RIBA Council meeting 
held on January 7: 


THERMAL INSULATION OF DOMESTIC BUILD- 
INGS: It was reported that Mr. C. C. 
Handisyde (A) had represented the Insti- 
tute at a Conference to discuss a draft Bill 
on Thermal Insulation of Domestic Build- 
ings, convened by Mr. G. Nabarro, MP. 
The Council approved of the Science Com- 
mittee considering the matter and receiving 
Mr. Handisyde’s report. 

_ THERMAL INSULATION OF INDUSTRIAL 
BUILDINGS: The Council approved recom- 
mendations of the Science Committee that 
the Minister of Power should be invited to 
consult the RIBA when considering regula- 
tions to implement the recent Act. They 
also approved of "Mr. A. L. Hall (F) acting 
as the RIBA representative on an Advisory 
Committee in connection with a Confer- 
ence to be held on the Thermal Insulation of 
Factory Buildings at the VIth Factory 
Equipment Exhibition. 

BRITISH ' STANDARDS AND CODES'- OF 
PRACTICE: A report from the Codes and 
Standards Committee surveying the whole 
of the RIBA work in connection with British 
Standards and Codes of Practice was con- 
sidered, and approval was given to a number 
of proposals designed to achieve closer co- 
ordination between representatives of the 
Institute serving on British Standards and 
Codes of Practice Cemmittees and to 
strengthen the Institute’s influence in 
deliberations on these Committees. 


ISE 50TH ANNIVERSARY: The RIBA has 
been invited to appoint a delegate to attend 
the fiftieth anniversary conference of the 
Institution of Structural Engineers to be 
held in London from October 7-10 next. 
The theme of the Conference will be ‘ The 
Future of Structural Engineering.’ It was 
agreed that the Institute should be repre- 
sented at the conference at Presidential level. 


BRITISH ARCHITECTS’ CONFERENCE, 1960: 
The Council accepted the invitation of the 
Manchester Society of Architects to hold 
the Conference in Manchester in 1960. 


TRADE AND TECHNICAL LITERATURE COM- 
PETITION: The Building Centre have pro- 
posed that a second competition for 
manufacturers’ trade and technical literature 
should be held in 1958, to be run on the 
same basis as the first competition. On the 
recommendation of the Science Committee 
it was agreed that the RIBA should again 
consent to act as joint sponsors with the 
Building Centre. 

CONTROL OF OUTDOOR ADVERTISEMENTS: 
The RIBA was invited by the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government to submit 
comments on draft regulations for the con- 
trol of outdoor advertisements. 


On the recommendation of the Town and 
Country Planning and Housing Committee, 
a reply was sent expressing disappointment 
at the lack of a positive approach. While 
recognising that regulations tend by nature 
to be negative in character, it had been 
hoped that some attempt might be made to 
encourage good advertising as distinct from 
discouraging bad, by supplementing the 
formal regulations with informal advice.

P. J. Westwood, OBE, FRIBA 


WE record with much regret the death 

on January 24, the eve of his 80th 
birthday, of Mr. Percy James Westwood, 
OBE, FRIBA, architect and _ water- 
colourist. Until his retirement last year 
he had been senior partner of the firm of 
Westwood, Sons and Partners, which is 
now being carried on by his sons, Bryan 
and Norman. 

Westwood received his architectural educa- 
tion at the AA Schools, where in 1899 he won 
the medal and studentship (lectures). His 
early works included branch premises for 
Austin Reed, Ltd., a factory in Londonderry 
and showrooms and offices in Glasgow. 
After the 1914-18 war he joined partnership 
with the late Joseph Emberton, with whom 
he continued in branch offices for Austin 
Reed’s, and designed the same firm’s head 
offices in the Quadrant, Regent-street. 
Premises for Daniel Neal’s, Gooch’s and 
other big London stores were also products 
of the firm. Personal designs included a 
number of charming houses in the Weybridge 
area. The partnership was dissolved in 1926. 

Since then, in partnership with his sons, his 
buildings had included premises for Rowan’s 
Ltd., Birmingham. The firm were placed 
second in a competition for a standard ticket 
and parcels office for British Railways (1936) 
and won the competition for the Building 
Centre Shopfront (1939). 

Westwood was a man with a host of 
friends. He was a gifted water-colourist and 
until recent years, when a painful disease 
crippled him, no AA Members’ exhibition 
was complete without his scholarly, sensitive 
contribution. His death leaves the architec- 
tural world the poorer. 


W. A. Randoll Blacking, FRIBA 


WE regret to announce the death, at 
Salisbury on January 24, of Mr. William 
Henry Randoll Blacking, FSA, FRIBA. 
He was 69. 

Mr. Blacking was educated at Kings 
College School, Wimbledon, and was after- 
wards articled to Sir Ninian Comper. 

Most of his work was in connection with 
churches and cathedrals. The first church 
for which he was the architect was Litton, 
Derbyshire (1927) and his most recent St. 
Alban’s, Northampton. His other works in- 
cluded decorative works and furniture in St. 
Alban’s Abbey (font, chapels); Brighton, St. 
Peter’s and the Good Shepherd; Hove, St. 
Andrew’s and St. Thomas’s; St. George’s, 
Windsor; Porlock; Basingstoke Parish 
Church; Toddington, Beds, etc. 

Mr. Blacking was also responsible for 
works in Worcester (consulting architect), 
Chichester, Salisbury, Bristol, Gloucester, 
Sheffield and other cathedrals. He was also a 
member of the Central Council for the Care 
of Churches. 
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EVERYDAY THINGS 
XV.—Calligraphy

I LOOKED it up in the dictionary and 

found ‘ elegant or beautiful writing,’ 
spelt in my dictionary with either one or 
two l’s; so take your choice of spelling. 
A calligrapher (one or two I’s again) is 
“one skilled in handwriting.’ If this is so, 
then there are very few such people in 
the architectural profession, where you 
would most expect to find them. 


Our fathers and mothers were taught to 
write to a given style and as a result a 
letter written by them was_ indeed 
beautiful: some will say lacking in 
character, but what character do we find 
displayed to-day in the handwriting of 
the so-called erudite? Of course, it does 
not matter whether you can write or not 
if you can use a typewriter, which is cer- 
tainly easier to read, whilst in the drawing 
office there is the stencil, which at least 
ensures that the lettering on a drawing is 
uniform, albeit lacking in character and 
distinction. The office boy can make as 
good a job as can a trained assistant with 
the aid of a stencil. 

Let us think for a moment, however, 
of those who do not want to use a type- 
writer or a stencil and let us see how 








fascinating writing and lettering—which 
cannot be divorced from writing—can 
become. Let us take any letter in the 
alphabet and see how perfectly it has 
been formed. It does not matter whether 
it is Roman or Old English, modern, 
plain or fancy; the formations remain 
the same. 


Take the letter S: it starts from two 
circles forming the figure 8, or in reverse 
a 3: and yet what horrible things you see 
masquerading as the letter S! Another 
letter that is much abused is the letter B, 
often with a small top and a large bottom, 
instead of both bulges being equal. And 
when it comes to the regal R, it is truly 
amazing what can be done with it. 

Everyone will agree that writing and 
lettering is an art that is no longer prac- 
tised by any but the professional calli- 
grapher. The architect has given it up as 
something that can be dispensed with and 
one thing less to learn. Yet I can assure 
my readers that a knowledge of lettering 
can be a source of great joy: it is fun to 
get to know the letters; they are all 
individual characters, but they are willing 
to mix together if allowed to do so in an 
orderly manner, and indeed they will do 
so with much grace and elegance, as your 
true calligrapher can show.

THE NATIONAL FEDERATION 


‘Slackening of Building 


Work Under Several Heads’ in 1958 


THE eightieth annual report of the 

National Federation of Building 
Trades Employers, which was presented 
by the retiring President, Mr. L. A. 
Walden, at the Federation’s annual 
general meeting in London on Wednesday 
(January 29), forecasts a slackening of 
work in various sectors of both Govern- 
ment and private building, and gives a 
warning of the serious consequencies of 
too drastic retrenchment on the long- 
tarm prospects of the industry. Follow- 
ing are extracts from the report: 


General Review 


Because of the major contribution which 
it makes to capital investment, it is inevit- 
able that building should be one of the 
industries most affected by change in 
economic policy. It is to be expected that 
in the course of 1958 the latest Government 
measures will have serious repercussions on 
the building industry and that both 
employers and operatives will be affected. 
It should be emphasised, however, that if 
the anticipated diminution of work proves 
to be so substantial as to deprive building 
firms of much of their financial resources, 
they will not be in a position to develop 
their plans with regard to training, mech- 
anisation and research upon which the 
future ability of the industry to give the 
most efficient service to the public to a 
large extent depend. 

The longer the restrictions remain 
force the emptier will become the pipeline 
of building work and the more necessary it 
is that the Government should now be pre- 
paring its plans for re-stimulating produc- 
tive investment immediately this becomes 
possible. Any facile suggestion that the 
effects of too drastic retrenchment could be 
speedily and effectively corrected by a mere 
reduction in the Bank rate is clearly an 
over-simplification of the position in rela- 
tion to any industry; so far as the building 
industry and the industries dependent upon 
it are concerned, it ignores completely the 
length of time necessary to translate pro- 
jected plans into actual building work. 

State of Trade in 1957.—The value of all 
building work carried out in the first nine 
months of 1957 was about 4 per cent. higher 
than a year earlier. The maintenance of 
this high level of activity may appear sur- 
prising; the explanation is . . . that much 
of the work in progress in 1957 was planned 
in 1955 or even earlier. Nevertheless, 
many smaller firms are meeting increased 
resistance to the high cost of building, 
particularly maintenance work; there has 
been a definite shortage of work in many 
rural areas such as Norfolk, Suffolk, Devon- 
and Cornwall; and generally there is keener 
competition for jobs which become available. 

Prospects for 1958.—It is clear that there 
will be a slackening of building work under 
several heads, although this will be offset to 
a certain extent by increases under others. 
For example, whereas the amount of house- 
building by public authorities is to fall to 
150.000 in 1957-8 and to 80 per cent. of the 


in - 


present level in 1958-9, the main school 
building programme will continue un- 
changed and so will the five-year programme 
for technological education. The hospital 
programme, estimated to cost £23m. in 
1957-8 and £25m. in the following year, also 
stands. 

Some levelling out of building work in 
the private sector is also to be anticipated, 
although any assessment of prospects here 
must necessarily be more vague. Although 
a considerable volume of factory construc- 
tion is now in hand, the number of new 
jobs is certain to be smaller. Any increase 
in private house-building to offset the 
reduction in loca] authority house-building 
depends largely on the building societies 
being in a position to provide adequate 
finance to prospective purchasers at reason- 
able interest rates. 

Prices and Supplies of Building Materials. 
—Since 1949, according to the official 
figures, the overall price of building 
materials has increased by 48 per cent., 
whereas total building costs have increased 
by 41 per cent. 

With the exception of steel, reports from 
members suggest that most of the main 
building materials have continued to be in 
reasonably good supply. 


Joint Consultation 


Joint Consultative Committee—The Joint 
Consultative Committee of Architects, 
Quantity Surveyors and Builders continues 
to seek improvements in the existing prac- 
tice in tendering and contract procedure. A 
Standard Form of Estimate is being drafted 
for use by the architect in making inquiries 
from persons to be selected under Clause 21 
of the RIBA Contract as nominated sub- 
contractors. Alongside this, the Committee 
is consicering a proposals from the National 
Federation that a Standard Form of 
Nomination of Nominated Sub-Contractors 
should be introduced. 

Safety in Building—Under the active 
leadership of the President, the Federation’s 
campaign for increased safety in building 
has succeeded to the extent of making the 
membership conscious both of their moral 
and legal responsibilities for the protection 
of their employees against injury and of the 
price which the industry has to pay for the 
large number of accidents which occur. 

If any substantial reduction in the acci- 
dent rate is to be made, the interest must 
be kept alive and this is where the continued 
activities of the Regional Federations and 
local associations and the work of the 
various local building accident-prevention 
groups are so important, 

Labour Relations—Any increase in build- 
ing costs must mean a smaller volume of 
constructional work and therefore a real 
prospect of less employment in the industry. 
These considerations are emphasised in the 
reply made by the Federation to the applica- 
tions put forward by the Operatives’ 
Federation for a 40-hour week and for a 
general wage-increase of 8d. per hour, of 
which 5d. per hour is intended to be 
regarded as compensation for reduced earn- 
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ing opportunities associated with the shorter 
week. 

In regard to the 40-hour week proposal 
another factor to which the Operatives’ 


attention is drawn is the Government’s 
official record that in April last the average 
weekly hours worked in the building indus- 
try were 49, so that in very many cases a 
prescribed 40-hour week would simply mean 
more {and higher) overtime payments, thus 
increasing building costs and accentuating 
the prospects of unemployment. 

Firm Price Tendering ——Many members of 
the Federation have expressed the view that 
it is wrong that the whole responsibility for 
the maintenance of price stability should 
have been placed by the Government upon 
the contracting side of the industry. It is 
pointed ‘out that Government action, ¢.g., 
in respect of taxation and rating, can directly 
and substantially affect the cost of a con- 
tract to an extent that cannot reasonably 
be anticipated and that the charges made 
by the nationalised industries, which pro- 
vide both goods and services to the building 
industry, should have been stabilised first. 
There is also a growing feeling that the 
manufacturers and distributors of building 
materials generally would be well advised 
to .consider what contribution they can 
make by quoting firm prices for future 
deliveries whenever it is possible. 

Members are asked to bear in mind that 
the determination of every individual mem- 
ber, first, to insist upon complete detailed 
information from the architect in respect of 
every job undertaken on a firm price basis 
and, second, to require every supplier to give 
a firm quotation for materials would greatly 
strengthen the Federation in its efforts to 
improve the position. 

Training for Management.— The Man- 
agement Training Committee has conducted 
an inquiry into the executive, managerial 
and technical administrative grades in the 
building industry, and has now drawn up 2 
Statement on Management Training. 


Apprenticeship. — The number of new 
apprenticeships registered by the National 
Joint Council during the year again shows a 
reduction on those for the two previous 
years. The total for 1957 was 7,857, com- 
pared with 9,531 for 1956 and 10,704 for 
1955. 


Building Advisory Service—At the end of 
the year the Building Advisory Service had 
completed 120 assignments for individual 
building undertakings in the United King- 
dom. With the pressure of economic con- 
ditions making every possible saving in costs 
more important than ever, the Service 
expects the demand for its assistance to 
remain at its present high level. 

The Service is, however, always willing 
to run courses or to take part in lecture 
series and study groups devoted to these 
subjects—over 30 have been arranged for 
the winter of 1957-58—or to visit local 
association or regional meetings so that its 
work can be described. 


The New President 


Mr. C. P. HoweELts, who was elegted as. 
the new President of the NFBTE on 
Wednesday, was educated at Christ College, 
Brecon, and received his early training in 
the building industry in the firm of his 
father, the late Mr. T. F. Howells, who- 
had commenced business as a building an@ 
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civil engineering contractor in the South 
Wales area in 1890. Since 1927, when the 
firm became T. F. Howells, Ltd., Mr. C. P. 
Howells and his brother, Mr. T. C. Howells, 
haye been directors. 


During the First World War, Mr. Howells 
served with the Artists’ Rifles and the 
Royal Fusiliers, and was twice wounded in 
France in 1917 and 1918: He returned to 
the business after the war and became 
managing director in 1929. 

Over the years the ‘firm has carried out 
a considerable amount of building and civil 
engineering work, not only in South Wales, 
but also in various parts of the Midlands, 
South-West England and North Wales. 
This work has included continuous con- 
tracts for the Government departments and 
the Services, and has also covered a con- 
siderable factory building programme on 
the Treforest Trading Estate, where a total 
of 22 factories of all sizes was completed 
by the firm between 1937 and 1940. During 
the early part of the Second World War 
the firm carried out large War Department 
programmes comprising new camps in mid- 
Wales and also airfields in West Wales. 

In Federation affairs, Mr. C. P. Howells 
has followed in the steps of his father, who 
was actively associated with the building 
industry from the beginning of his career, 
and who was responsible for the formatien 
of the East Glamorgan Local Association 
of Building Trades Employers before 
becoming President of the South Wales 
Region in 1917. Mr. Howells has been 
President of the East Glamorgan Associa- 
tion on three occasions since 1930 and was 
elected President of the South Wales Region 
in 1938—21 years after his father had held 
that office. 

The firm have been in continuous mem- 
bership of the Federation since 1902 and 
Mr. Howells was a South Wales member 
of the National Council of the NFBTE for 
four years from 1938 to 1941 and, since 
then, has served continuously on that body 
from 1947 onwards. He has also served 
on the National Joint Council for the 
Building Industry since 1947, and is a 
Fellow of the Institute of Builders. 

During the Second World War, Mr. 
Howells was a member of the Works and 
Building Emergency Organisation for 
Wales and Area Leader for the Rhymney 
Valley Area, a position which he still hoids 
under the present arrangements. 


The Senior Vice-President 


Mr. T. V. Prosser, the new Senior Vice- 
President of the NFBTE, was educated at 
Old Swan Technical College, Liverpool, and 
at Liverpool Coliege of Technology. On 
leaving school in 1925 he entered into a 
pupilship with Mr. A. E. Cuddy, LRIBA, 
of Liverpool, and 12 months later trans- 
ferred (originally for one year’s training) 
to the office of William Thornton and Sons, 
Ltd., building and civil engineering con- 
tractors, Liverpool, where he became an 
expert in reinforced concrete construction. 
In 1936 Mr. Prosser was elected a director 
of Thornton’s and since 1942 he has been 
managing director. He was elected to the 
Councii of the Liverpool FBTE in 1936, and 
became president of that Federation in 1956 
and in the same year was elected second 
Junior Vice-President of the National 
Federation. In addition to his chairman- 


ship of the National Federation’s Contracts 


Committee, he also serves on its Executive, 
Finance, Defence, and Management Train- 
ing Committees, and is a member of the 
Joint Consultative Committee. He is one 
of-the industry’s four representatives on the 
Joint Contracts Tribunal and represents the 
Federation on the Contracts Committee of 
the Federation of British Industries. He is 
also a member of the Board of Building 
Education and a Fellow of the Institute of 
Builders.

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EFFECTS OF THE 
CREDIT SQUEEZE 


Birmingham May Cut House 
Building Programme 


BIRMINGHAM may build fewer home; 
in 1959 in an attempt to reduce interest 
charges. 


CLur. W. H. MILNER, chairman of the 
city’s house building committee, said 
recently that he had received no official 
information about any intention to cut hous- 
ing. He hoped there would be mm 
reduction. 


Nevertheless, writes a correspondent, it 
is understood that a reduction is a distinct 
possibility. If there were a reduction, the 
effects would probably be felt in 1959 and 
not this year, as contracts for 1958 have 
already been entered into. In unofficial 
and informal discussions which have taken 
place between Socialist group Officers, a 
tentative figure of £500,000 has been men- 
tioned. Investigation may prove this to be 
unreal, however. 


A cut of this size would probably mean 
the building of some 400 fewer homes in 
1959. As flats are the most expensive way 
of providing homes—and taking longer to 
build yield slower returns in terms of rents— 
they would be the first to be deferred. 
Slum clearance, for which the Government 
makes a subsidy, might be speeded up. 





The argument behind the suggestion is 
that a £500,000 reduction would be £500,000 
less the Corporation’s Consolidated Loans 
Fund would have to find at high interest 
rates. The more the fund has to borrow 
at to-day’s rising interest rates the higher 
becomes the rate of interest at which the 
fund can lend money to other Corporation 
departments. All this adds up to bigger 
expenditure by committees and _ higher 
rates—particularly in future years. 


Birmingham has for its target this year 
2,456 homes. A similar target was expected 
for next year. On the housing waiting list 
there are more than 60,000 names. 


THE NORTHERN REGION 
‘No Real Hardship Yet’ 


AT A MEETING of the Northern Regional 
Board for Industry at Newcastle-on-Tyne. 
a report by Mr. A. W. T. ELtis, Regional 
Director of the Ministry of Works, stated 
that there was no evidence yet of real under- 
employment or hardship in the building and 
civil engineering industry, but there was 
considerable uneasiness about the effects of 
financial restrictions. 


The report stated that competition in the 
industry was now keener than ever, and 
national firms were competing for jobs which 
they had previously regarded as being too 
small. Unemployment in the Northern 
Region was low, but there had been a notice- 
able fall in the number of notified vacancies. 
It appeared that building programmes of 
Government Departments were not being 
cut appreciably, but nationalised industries, 
local councils, and so on, were holding up 
schemes until the effects of the financial 
policy were thoroughly studied.

Follow- 
ig are extracts from Col. Newman’s 
yticle:  Britain’s electricity generating 


apacity and her rate of investment in indus- 
trial buildings have been doubled compared 
wth 1938. These two indicators alone 
show that, in common with the experience 
of most countries. British civil engineering 
sntractors have been working at high pres- 
sue. They have not, however, neglected 
work overseas. Indeed, the re-establishment 
of British civil engineering as an important 
export ihdustry has been one of the most 
inspiring post-war aehievements. 

@ver 50 British contractors are now 
operating in some 60 different overseas 
territories with an aggregate turnover of 
about £100 million a year. Turnover at 
home, produced by a 250,000 labour force, 
amounts to some £500-£600 m. a year. 

Construction for power is one of the 
major tasks, and Calder Hall, the world’s 
frst large-scale nuclear power station, is 
living proof of Britain’s high position in the 
peaceful development of nuclear energy. 
By 1965 it is expected that 25 per cent. of 
Britain’s electricity will be generated by 
nuclear energy. 

British civil engineering contractors are 
helping the development of other forms of 
power both at home and overseas. Open- 
cast mining, now a substantial domestic 
activity, has been carried out in Australia 
and India. Hydro-electric schemes at Owen 
Falls in Wganda, Low Tana in Kenya, Rox- 
burgh in New Zealand and Hirfanli in 
Turkey, have been paralleled by home 
developments under the Scottish hydro- 
electric scheme. Thermal power stations 
are currently being commissioned at the rate 
of one every two months and, notwithstand- 
ing the advent of nuclear power, their con- 
struction in Britain is likely to continue at 
least until 1980. 

Oil Refining 

Britain’s newly-established oil refining 
industry—the largest in Western Europe— 
isan impressive £200 million post-war pro- 
duct which has called for heavy and difficult 
civil engineering work. 

In the sphere of communications, British 
contractors have been more _ intensively 
active abroad than in their own country. 

In Britain, little major bridge building has 
been done since the war, but this situation 
should be corrected as the road programme 
gets under way. Britain’s first motorway, 
the Preston By-Pass, is now taking shape, 
and work on the 60-mile-long London to 
Birmingham motorway will start next spring. 
The railways, too, are being modernised 
under a £1,200 million plan designed to 
make trains run faster and at lower cost. 
This plan includes £300 million worth of 














civil engineering work. 

The credit squeeze has made its greatest 
impact on public health engineering and 
there has been a substantial fall in local 
water supply and drainage and sewerage 
schemes, with the result that.some of the 
smaller and medium sized contractors, 
particularly those in rural areas, are under- 
employed. 

The upsurge in British industrial construc- 
tion which occurred a couple of years ago 
has now been absorbed, but there are still 
many schemes in course of construction or 
waiting to be done. The steel investment 
programme alone amounts to £100 million 
a year, of which the civil engineering content 
is roughly 20 per cent. 

British civil engineering contractors face 
the future with reasonable confidence. 
There are big construction programmes for 
power, communications and industry com- 
ing. forward and it is to be hoped that the 
financial restrictions on local water, drain- 
age and sewerage schemes will be eased 
fairly soon. Overseas, British contractors 
have proved their competitiveness and 
efficiency and there is no reason to doubt 
that, particularly if better short-term finance 
facilities were made available, they will be 
able to increase their activities still further. 


SAFETY PRECAUTIONS 


‘Where Managing Director and 
General Foreman Should Meet’ 


THe Lorp Mayor of Birmingham, Alder- 
man J. J. Grogan, opened the conference 
on accident prevention in the building indus- 
try which was organised in Birmingham on 
January 23 by the Midland Federation of 
Building Trades Employers. 

Mr. R. BRAMLEY-HaRKER, HM Deputy 
Chief Inspector of Factories, said ‘that in 
1956 there were 14,870 accidents in the in- 
dustry of which 186 were fatal. Analysis of 
figures since 1950 showed that something 
like 15,000 accidents and nearly 200 fatal 
accidents could be taken as a standard. Pro- 
paganda must be at fault to account for the 
fact that as much as 45 per cent. of the 
accidents were due to falling from ladders 
and that as there were so many resulting 
from falling through asbestos cement roofs, 
there was serious need for overhauling 
safety training in that sphere. If the pro- 
blem was to be tackled properly, employers 
themselves must take on the direct super- 
vision of accident prevention, even though 
they subsequently delegated their powers. 
The co-operation of the worker must also 
be won, and this by propaganda ‘in the 
blatant way the Americans put it over.’ 

Mr. PETER TRENCH, FIOB, said the 
number of accidents not reported far out- 
numbered those that were. On one London 
contract, 183 accidents were not officially 
reported and only three were brought to 
the notice of the firm. On one contract at 
Coventry carried out by his firm there were 
408 minor accidents at an average cost of 
£1 8s. 6d. 

‘The two really important people in acci- 
dent prevention are the managing director 
and the general foreman,’ he said. ‘I stress 
that point while holding in the greatest 
respect the safety officers, full-time experts 
who often eat their hearts out because of 
lack of backing from thefr superiors.’

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Eastbourne Controversy 
Over Substitute Bricks 


Consideration by Council 


TD ESCRIBED by members of Eastbourne 

Town Council as ‘a horrible mons- 
trosity ’ and ‘a ginger palace,’ College Court, 
the new block of flats nearing completion 
at the corner of Spencer-road and South- 
street, Eastbourne, will again be discussed 
by the Council at its next meeting in 
February when it will have before it the 
latest recommendations of the Buildings and 
Town Planning Committee (The Builder, 
January 17). The protests concerned the 
substitution of golden buff bricks for flint 
grey ones, and there was talk of legal action 
by the Council. Three recommendations 
will be considered by the Council: 

(1) That the Town Clerk (Mr. F. H. 
Busby) should express to the owner, 
architects, and builders the Council’s grave 
displeasure at the use of materials other 
than those specified in the planning 
application; . 

(2) That the Borough Surveyor (Mr. R. 
Williams) should take all possible steps 
to ensure that, in future, only approved 
materials are used in the external eleva- 
tions of buildings put up in Eastbourne; 

(3) That the Borough Surveyor should 
discuss with the builders, and report to 
the committee, on the possibility of 
improving the appearance of the build- 
ing by substituting tile hanging for blue 
vitrolite panels proposed for the north 
and south elevations, and by securing 
good garden lay-out, including trees, to 
break the views of the western and 
northern elevations of the building. 

The committee was told by the Town 
Clerk that if the council decided to take 
legal action the proper course would be to 
serve an enforcement nofice on the owner 
and occupier of the land to restore the land 
to its condition before the development. 
In this present case, said the Town Clerk, 
it appeared that the Council could require 
the owner to render or treat the walls to 
produce a flint grey colour. The owner 
would have four courses of action open to 
him: (1) to ignore the order; (2) to comply; 
(3) to apply for planning permission to 
retain the building as erected—with geld 
buff bricks; or (4) to appeal against the 
order to the Magistrates’ Court. 

The Borough Surveyor told the committee 
that, while it would be possible to treat the 
brick work to produce a flint grey colour, 
he did not recommend this because, in his 
opinion, the present bricks would ‘ weather’ 
considerably within two years. 


‘ Criticism Premature’ 


A letter from the builders was read, 
expressing willingness to co-operate with the 
committee in making any alterations con- 
sidered by both sides to be reasonable and 
practicable. They thought criticism prema- 
ture, because the building was still incom- 
plete, and they were convinced that when 
the work was finished the building would 
present an entirely different appearance. 
They did not know in selecting the bricks 
that other bricks had been specified by the 
architects in the application. They were 
most concerned over the misunderstanding, 
and, so far as they could be held respon- 
sible, tendered their deepest apologies.

DIRECT LABOUR MOTION 
REJECTED 


Surrey County Council’s Decision 


BY a large majority, Surrey County 
Council, on January 21, rejected a 
motion that the Council’s appropriate 
committees should be asked to consider cen- 
tral purchasing and direct labour with a 
view to them being more widely applied. 

Mr. J. V. STRUDWICK, moving the motion, 
said he hoped the Council would recognise 
it, not as a statement of Labour policy for 
this election year, but as an attempt at 
greater economy in running the Council. 

It was, he added, an appeal to the Con- 
servative members to drop some of their 
restrictive practices and to supply more 
modern techniques to ensure that less 
money went to private profit and more to 
the ratepayers. 

Among other places, he thought a direc- 
tion in which economy could be made was 
in the architect’s department by not employ- 
ing outside architects. In advocating the 
use of more direct labour by the highways 
and bridges department, he admitted that 
a present difficulty was the limitation of the 
labour force available, but more work 
could be done by direct labour on the 
roads. 

Bric. H. L. WoopHousE, chairman of the 
Works and Buildings Committee, said that 
direct labour was quite suitable on the 
County Hall, which was big enough to keep 
men in constant employment, but would not 
be suitable for smaller jobs where there was 
not adequate supervision. 

Men with no incentives and no super- 
vision could not be expected to do as much 
work as contractors’ labour with its bonus 
payments and working under the eye of a 
foreman. 


APPRENTICESHIP DEED 
Arbitration Award 


A Case in which an unfederated builder 
employed an apprentice but was unwilling 
to indenture him was taken to arbitration 
recently by the NFBTO after unsuccessful 
approaches by a Ministry of Labour officer. 
The Industrial Disputes Tribunal, in its 
Award No. 1026, found that ‘ the recognised 
terms and conditions of employment applic- 
able to the case are those embodied in the 
agreements of the National Joint Council 
for the Building Industry, and, in particu- 
lar, the National Joint Apprenticeship 
Agreement.’ The tribunal further found 
that the builder was not observing the 
recognised terms or conditions, ‘or terms 
and conditions of employment not less fav- 
ourable.’ They ruled that the builder must 
observe ‘ the aforesaid recognised terms and 
conditions of employment.’ 


This award is believed to be the first in 
which the Industrial Disputes Tribunal has 
held that an employer who has not inden- 
tured an apprentice is, on that ground alone, 
failing to comply with the recognised terms 
and conditions of employment, as laid down 
in the Industria] Disputes Order, 1951, or 
with terms and conditions ‘not less favour- 
able’ and has ruled that he must comply 
with the National Apprenticeship Scheme. 
It is to be expected that this award may be 
quoted by trade union officials in other simi- 
lar cases.

Sale of Council Houses 


EWER than 10,000 local authority 

houses have been sold by local coun- 

cis and new town development corporations 
since the scheme came into operation. 

Mr. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, in a written reply 
on January 21, told the Commons that up 
to December 31, 1957, 444 local authorities 
in England and Wales had sold 9,703 
council houses. 

In addition, 61 houses had been sold by 
gven development corporations in new 
towns. 

The Minister was asked by Mr. REMNANT 
to consider selling houses in new towns to 
industries established there for the occupa- 
tion of their own staff and employees. 

Mr. Bevins, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Housing and Local Government, 
in a written reply, stated that the Minister 
was not aware of any demand for this from 
industries in new towns, but in any case he 
did not think it would be desirable. 

Mr. REMNANT also asked what advice or 
instruction the Minister had given to 
development corporation boards about the 
sale to industrial lessees of the freeholds of 
sites which they now occupied. 

Mr. Bevins said that development cor- 
porations had been told that any application 
to sell the freehold of industrial premises or 
sites, or to dispose of them on long lease 
would be favourably considered. 


Improvement Grants 


Mr. BROOKE, in another written reply, 
said that at December 31, 1957, 1,344 local 
authorities had approved applications for 
grants under Part II of the Housing Act 
1949. toward the cost of schemes of 
improvement and conversion. The remain- 
ing 124 local authorities had made no 
grants. 

The number of grants made in 1954, 
1955, 1956 and 1957 was 12,774, 34,450, 
31997 and 32,852 respectively. The value 
of the grant payments approved during 
1956 was £6,657,063. 

He regretted that the totals for previous 
years were not available. 


Opencast Coal Bill Allegations 

ALLEGATIONS being made in mining

Mr. Tom Brown, who drew attention to 
hese allegations, said that he did not attach 
much importance to the rumours from 
which they had been born, but there was 
his feeling. ‘Here I must mention names,’ 
he went on. ‘It is said that this Bill has 
een drafted to give work to McAlpine’s, 
sir Lindsay Parkinson’s and Wimpey’s. 
hen statements like that are made the 
beople making them should sustain them.’ 


Mr. NABARRO asked who made them. 








Mr. Brown said that they were heard in 
the mining districts. 

Mr. SPeEiR, a Conservative, said that he 
entirely agreed with Mr. Brown. ‘These 
rumours,’ he said, ‘are circulating in the 
mining districts. I have heard them my- 
self.’ 

Mr. NABARRO said that the House was 
not very interested in rumours. Mr. Brown 
was saying that statements were being made 
to the effect that three large scale civil 
engineering contractors were being kept in 
work deliberately by these open cast con- 
tracts. Would he substantiate those state- 
ments? 

Mr. BROWN said that it was extremely 
difficult to find out where these rumours 
started, but he had been told, and he had to 
listen, that it was for that reason that the 
Bill had been brought forward. 

SiR ALBERT BRAITHWAITE said that he 
knew each of these companies. He was a 
director of one, and there was no founda- 
tion of any kind for the rumour Mr. Brown 
had mentioned. 

Mr. BRowNn Said that he was glad to have 
it denied by someone of authority. 

The Bill was read a second time. 


The Commonwealth Institute Bill 


TPHE Commonwealth Institute Bill, which 

will authorise the transfer of the 
Imperial Institute in South Kensington to 
a new building in Holland Park, was pre- 
sented to Parliament and read a first time 
on January 22. The new building, which 
is situated in the southern end of the Hol- 
land Park estate, is expected to cost about 
£725,000. 

The trustees of the Imperial Institute 
have decided, subject to the Bill becoming 
law, to appoint the firm of Robert Matthew 
and Johnson-Marshall as the architects for 
the new building. It will have a floor space 
equivalent in size to that of the existing 
premises. 

The cost of the new institute will be met 
by the Government, who will also provide 
funds towards its maintenance. 

Under the Bill the Ministerial trustees 
will be the Minister of Education—who will 
continue to be responsible for management 
—the Secretary of State for Commonwealth 
Relations and the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies. Three other trustees will be 
appointed by the responsible Minister. 

Provision is made for the assignment of 
the lease of the site in Holland Park to the 
trustees, whose duties for the provision of 
a new building are defined. There is also 
provision for the surrender of the old build- 
ing by the trustees. 

This Bill is a further stage in resolving a 
long and bitter controversy which arose 
from the Government’s decision to demolish 
the Imperial Institute and build extensions 
to the Imperial College of Technology and 
Science on the site. Objection was taken to 
the proposal to remove the Collcutt tower, 
which ultimately led to a revision of the 
plan to provide for the tower to remain as 
a free standing companile. 


Building Prospects and Monetary 
Policy 

[THE Government got their vote of con- 

fidence on January 23 by a majority 

of 62. Most people, including many of 

their own supporters in the House, were

surprised at this margin which was one of 
the largest, if not the largest, there has been 
in their favour on such an issue since they 
came to power. 

The debate was remarkable not so much 
for what was said as for what was not said. 
Great play was made about the recent 
resignations. Mr. Thorneycroft made a 
brief, statesmanlike intervention, but in the 
end the situation remained baffling. 

Mr. HEATHCOAT Amory, the new Chan- 
cellor, dotted the i’s and crossed the t’s of 
the many announcements he has made 
about his intentions since he took over a 
few weeks ago. His speech, which was well 
received, gave nothing away. It contained 
the usual sprinkling of platitudes, exhorta- 
tions and warnings. 

All that one was left with was the impres- 
sion that Mr. Amory has now put on the 
mantle of Mr. Thorneycroft, but he is pre- 
paring to pull the girdle a little tighter. In- 
flation was still the arch enemy. The firm 
measures which had been adopted in Sep- 
tember must be continued without relaxa- 
tion, and Government expenditure would 
continue to be limited with severity. 

If Mr. Amory did no more than that in 
revealing his hand, there was less from the 
Opposition. who had tabled a motion of no 
confidence. Mr. HuGH GarTsKELL, their 
leader and a former Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, demanding that they should go, 
spent much of his time in a triumphant vein 
of ‘I told you so’ criticising their monetary 
Policy. 


Unemployment Warning 


He, too, had his share of warnings. Un- 
employment he foresaw would be the effect 
of some cuts in existing conditions. He 
called attention to the decline in industrial 
building prospects. Factory approvals were 
at their lowest since 1953. 

‘Does anyone think,’ he asked, ‘that, 
with a rate of interest of seven per cent., 
private building is likely to flourish? We 
all know what the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government is doing to council house 
building. It is not surprising that serious 
people in the building industry are talking 
about 100,000 unemployed in that industry 
by the spring.’ 

No one took that particular aspect fur- 
ther, but Mr. Brooke in an address to the 
London Master Builders Association two 
days earlier [reported in The Builder of 
January 24] gave a broad hint about the 
Government’s thinking in the matter. 
Shades of things to come? 


There were one or two dissentient voices 
raised among Government back benchers, 
and one open confession of sitting on the 
fence and trying to back two horses. 

Generally, however. support for the 
former Chancellor was ming'ed with quali- 
fied support for the Government—thus pre- 
serving the facade of unity—who in the end 
mustered 324 in the lobby against 262.

Smokeless Zones, Scotland 

Mr. HAnnaN asked the Secretary of State 
for Scotland how many smokeless zones had 
been established since the passing of the 
Clean Air Act. 

Mr. NIXxon 
Scottish Offfice, 


Browne, Under Secretary, 
replying on January 21, 
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said: None, but three local authorities have 
submitted to the Secretary of State their 
preliminary proposals for the establishment 
of four smoke control areas under the Act, 
and he has approved these proposals in 


principle. Five other local authorities have 
notified their intention of setting up such 
areas. 


Scottish Technical Education 


Mr. Bence asked the Secretary of State 
what action was proposed to increase 
scientific and technological education in 
Scotland. 

Mr. NiaLt MAcCPHERSON, Under Secre- 
tary, Scottish Office, replying on January 21, 
said: Of the £10m. programme authorised 
for building for technical education, the 
Secretary of State has already approved pro- 
jects to the value of £7,300,000. He is con- 
sidering further projects to the value of 
£1,200,000 and hopes soon to receive others 
covering the remaining £1;500,000. He is 
taking every opportunity by means of con- 
ferences and other forms of publicity to 
encourage employers and young workers to 
make full use of the facilities available.

Water Through Ceiling 


Q.—I have a problem which involves a 
chimney-stack passing through the ridge of 
a pair of small houses with slated roof stand- 
ing 6 ft. high with a 4 ft. pot. For many 
years I have endeavoured to keep rain from 
penetrating through the ceiling on the side 
in which I live. The other side (next door) 
has been watertight practically the whole 
time. 

At different times I have had people 
examine it and make any repairs necessary, 
but all proved ineffective. Finally, some 
six months ago I decided to have the whole 
stack removed and the roof slated in. This 
was done by a local builder and decorator. 

Under the impression that the trouble had 
been completely remedied, the ceiling was 
later stripped, prepared with a coat of solu- 
tion and repapered. After a week or two it 
continually became saturated with moisture 
around the whole breast. This, of course, 
I realise is somewhat accentuated by a gas 
geyser supplying the bath, but I am of the 
opinion that this is not the whole cause. 

' again called in the builder and he sug- 
gested I strip the ceiling (where wet) and 
give it a few coats of paint and then repaper. 
This I have commenced, but before painting 
I have been using an oil convector day and 
night to thoroughly dry out the area. 

Before continuing, perhaps you can make 
some suggestion as to a process I might use 
or some material which will assist in eradi- 
cating this defect. G. H. M. 


A.—The fact that the next-door premises 
were practically watertight may have been 
due to the direction the stack faced, they 
being on the lee side to the weather. Your 
side probably faced south or south-west, 
which, as you know, is where in this country 
we get most of the wet and windy weather, 
and the bricks were, no doubt, of that type 
which absorb and hold rain water. 

This, I suppose, has been going on for 
many years, the water through gravity 
and capillary action soaking the breast down 
to the room below. The fires to the chim- 
neys were probably not used, having per- 
haps installed electric or gas heating, so that 
no drying action was obtained from this 
course. 

The breast, as I see it, is still in existence 
up fo the underside of the roof, and ‘it is 
going to take a long while to dry out com- 
pletely, water in the meantime being 
absorbed into the ceiling plaster in the 
vicinity. 

The first step would be to form a barrier 
between the breast and the ceiling plaster. I 
would suggest cutting or scraping out the 
ceiling plaster next to the breast wall to 
form a slit. The surfaces of the breast 
should then be wire brushed to remove all 
dirt and loose material, from a foot or so 
below the slated roof to some distance below 
the ceiling, having in mind the present state 
of decoration, say, if possible, a foot. 

The cleaned surfaces can then be treated 
with two or three coats of one of the colour- 
less water repellent solutions. The moisture 
in the breast will eventually dry out through 
the upper part and not evaporate through 
the treated surfaces. The slit in the plaster 
can then be made good and after a period 
to allow for drying the decorating can be 
proceeded with. 


If you are likely to get condensation in 
the room through use of the geyser men- 
tioned, then a good-quality anti-condensa- 
tion paint should be considered. R. M.E. 

Faulty Damp-proof Course 

Q.—I have had considerable trouble with 
dampness round the bay and the wall ad- 
jacent to the side entrance of my house. I 
have had two local builders’ opinions—one 
suggested a new damp-proof course, another 
waterproof cement, and neither seemed at 
all certain. May I set out, as briefly as 
possible, the conditions and remedies tried 
which have so far proved unsuccessful. 

When this. dampness (which only shows 
in wet weather) first appeared I had water- 
proof cement applied to the inside walls. 
A few years later the damp began to appear 
above the line of cement rendering and has 
been steadily increasing ever since. Recently 
I pulled the skirting-boards away and took 
up floorboards adjacent to the bay: I found 
considerable dry rot. I am replacing all 
skirting-boards and floorboard ends and 
have cut away the small amount of rot 
found on the ends of the joists, which I am 
treating with creosote. 

The dampcourse, as seen from inside, ap- 
pears to be sound, a good view of it can be 
had where a portion of brick has fallen away 
from the edge. It also looks sound from 
the outside, on chipping away the cement 
rendering. . No loose mortar or rubble was 
bridging the dampcourse. A good current 
of air was passing underneath the room 
from front to back via the air-bricks. 

A drain taking away rainwater from the 
roof is situated on the outside wall, and did 
not show signs of cracks when I dug round 
it, and the top of the gully is just below 
the dampcourse, although the dampness is 
worst at this part of the wall. The water- 
proof cement on the inside walls was only 
about 4+ in. thick. Should it have been 
applied to bare bricks of the wall, which, 
by the way, do not feel damp to the touch? 

The house is 54 years old, and the only 
damage done during the war was loosened 
windo.v-frames at the back of the house—no 
broken windows or any other damage to the 
front of the house. The earth under the 
floorboards is quite dry; there was hardly 

any smell of damp when the floorboards 
were taken up. Lastly, heating, such as oil 
heater, causes the damp to become more 
pronounced. A. F. 


A.—It seems fairly certain that it is the 
damp-proof course at fault, made evident 
by the fact that the dampness is rising rather 
than appearing at various places over the 
wall. The fact that application of a water- 
proof cement rendering to the inside of the 
wall held back any moisture for a period 
which then reappeared above the line 
of rendering, almost certainly proves the 
trouble to be rising dampness and not as a 
result of damp penetration through the 
bricks. 

I would suggest that at some point along 
the wall the damp-proof course has failed. 
There are two main causes of this, fracture 
and disintegration of the slates. Since the 
trouble in this instance appears to be at one 
part of the room it is more likely to be 
fracture and by reason of the difference in 
weight of the main wall and the bay it is 
most likely that the fracture will be found 
at the junction of the two. 

Inspection at this point is the only answer. 
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The brickwork should be cut away carefully 
in’ small sections above the damp-proof 
course, slates replaced where required and 
the brickwork built back, making sure to 
carefully pin-up to the existing work. This 
can if necessary be repeated for the whole 
building, but I rather suspect that this will 
not be required. 

It is noted that the timbers that have been 
affected by dry rot have been treated, but 
no mention is made regarding the brickwork 
or the oversite concrete. It should be re- 
membered that the fungi will adhere to any 
surface, and therefore to insure that it will 
not reappear the whole of the affected area 
should be treated by applying a blowlamp 
on all brick and concrete surfaces in addi- 
tion to applying hot creosote to the timber 
remaining. H.O.D. 

Price Variations 

Q.—In a contract I am now settling, based 
on the RIBA Form where Quantities form 
part of the contract, both common bricks 
and facing bricks were specified and a PC 
price per 1,000 given for each. I now find 
that the contractor has included bricks in 
his Schedule of Prices on which he wishes 
to claim variations in price under the Fluc- 
tuations clause. As the prices he gives in 
this schedule differ from the ones quoted as 
PC’s in the Bill I should be grateful to know 
the correct procedure for dealing with the 
matter. C. #1. M. 

A.—The answer to this question depends, 
in my view, on the interpretation of clause 
25A(2) of the RIBA Standard Form. Para. 
(b) provides that, if the market price varies 
from the basic price, the difference shall be 
a net addition or deduction as the case may 
be from the contract sum. The basic price 
is defined by para. (a) as the market price 
current at the time of tender, and the con- 
tractor is to state that price in the list 
attached to the Bills. Para. (a) could per- 
haps have been defined with more clarity, 
but the effect appears to be that the basic 
price is that stated by the contractor; that is, 
it is for the contractor to indicate the basic 
price. 

In the event of discrepancy between the 
prime cost figures and the prices stated in the 
attached list, the latter figure must therefore 
prevail. 

It was no doubt for this reason that 
Messrs. Walker-Smith and Close, in their 
book on the RIBA Standard Form, suggest 
that the surveyor should check the prices 
stated in the attached list before advising 
acceptance of the tender.

A New Factory

In addition, 
new products will be introduced. These will 
include smooth-faced reinforced concrete 
units of up to 20 ft. span.

OVERSEAS BUILDING 


From Our Own Correspondents 


AUSTRALIA —It is estimated that there 
has been some increase in public authority 
expenditure for public works for 1956-57, 
the total amount being £455m. compared 
with £439m. in 1955-56. Railway and road 
improvements have been effected and pro- 
posals drawn up for the establishment, over 
a period of 24 years, of a standard gauge 
line connecting Sydney and Melbourne, 
estimated to cost £10m. It is expected that 
work on this project will start shortly. In 
addition, the Queensland Government have 
progressed with plans for the Mount Isa- 
Townsville Railway. Other transport jobs, 
e.g., in Sydney are contemplated.... Recon- 
struction of many Australian ports continues 
and projects are being undertaken at 23 
different ports at an estimated total cost of 
over £70m. This is primarily at the ports of 
Melbourne, Fremantle, Sydney, Pork Kembla 
and Newcastle. New harbours are to be con- 
structed at Portland, Western Victoria, at 
Iluka, Northern NSW and the Queensland 
ports. .. . In Queensland a refinery is to be 
built by the Rio Tinto, Ltd., to treat uranium 
ore from the Mary Kathleen mine. ... At 
the Kwinana refinery near Perth work is to 
start shortly on a £4m. catalytic reformer 
designed to improve the quality of the oil 
products. 

GREECE.—The Greek Government has 
announced a three years programme for the 
development of tourism which includes 
building to the extent of £10m. About 
£375,000 will go for port works and the 
Corfu, Ioannina and Igoumenitsa hotels, as 
part of the new project. The Government 
programme provides for construction of 
hotels at Zakynthos, Skyros, Paros, Thassos, 
Syros, Tsangarada, Olympia, Andros, 
Mykonos, Trikkala area, Samos, Florina, 
Arta, Chios, Sparta, Kavalla and 
Alexandroupolis. Other hotels to be built 
include the Vouliagmeni Hotel, a luxury 
hotel in Thessaloniki, a 150-bed hotel on 
Mount Parnes, near Athens. Guesthouses 
for tourists are to be built in Missolonghi, 
Aigion, Tempe, Mounte Athos, Kanoni 
(Corfu), Serrai, Bassae, Mystra and Niki and 
a tourist reception centre in Piraeus. The 
Public Works Ministry will spend over £2m. 
on roads. ... Recently the Minister of Com- 
merce and Industry, M.P. Papaligouras, paid 
a visit to Crete where he announced a five- 
year project for increasing the electric power 
supply of the island. A new thermic power 
station is to be set up. The total cost of the 
project will be about £2m. .. . The Rector 
of Athens University Professor Maridakis 
has been informed by the Prime Minister 
that the University is to receive a loan of 
nearly £500,000 for the building of a 
Students’ Home with 1,000 beds, a restaurant. 
library and reading room, reception hall, etc. 

SOUTH AFRICA.—The South African 
Electricity Supply Commission (Escom) has 
a large capital works programme envisaged 

for the future. Most important project in 
this programme is the construction of a new 
1,000,000 kW power station in the Eastern 
Transvaal, to be known as the Komati 
Power Station. This will cost in the region 





of £55m. The expenditure of £14m. for the 
first stage has already been authorised by the 
Government. 


A new coal mine is being 





built to provide fuel for the new power 
station. Its estimated cost is £1,750,000. A 
43-mile pipe line is to be built to carry water 
to the station. Orders for both these projects 
will be placed during 1958. A storage dam 
will be part of the scheme. To be known as 
the Nooitgedacht dam it will be constructed 
in the Upper Komati River in the Eastern 
Transvaal in the Carolina area. The structure 
as designed will consist of an embankment 
with a total crest length of 3,350 ft and a 
maximum height above river level of 124 ft. 
To build a dam will cost about £1,500,000. 
Its construction is likely to be undertaken 
departmentally by the Department of Water 
Affairs. Interested U.K. firms may obtain 
more information about this aspect of the 
project from the Director, Department of 
Water Affairs, Patterson’s Building, 173, 
Schoeman-street, Pretoria. The proposed 
pipe line will run from the Nooitgedacht 
dam on the Komati River in the Caroline 
area to the new Komati Power Station. It 
will involve three different jobs: (a) A purnp- 
ing main; (b) A gravity main; (c) Building 
reservoirs. The diameter of the pipeline will 
be 30 in. A preliminary survey has already 
been undertaken. A detailed survey will be 
made later. It is unlikely that tenders will 
be called for this work until about the middle 
of 1958. The pipes used will be either steel, 
prestressed concrete or ordinary concrete. 
The value of work on this project should be 
in excess of £1m. The work wil] probably 
involve setting up some sort of factory on 
the site to produce the concrete pipes if it 
is decided that these should be used. U.K. 
firms seeking information or wishing to 
tender should contact Mr. Watermeyer, F. E.

BURMA DEVELOPMENTS 
From Our Own Correspondent 


THE Deputy Prime Minister of Burma, 
U Kyaw Nein, reported on his return 
from a tour of Eastern European countries, 
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Russia, Mongolia and China, recently, that 
he had negotiated two loans from Com- 
munist countries. The first, the equivalent 
of between £1,500,000 and £2,250,000, is to 
be obtained from Russia for the express 
purpose of constructing two irrigation dams, 
one at Kyetmauktaung in the Myingyan 
district and the other at Thitsone in the 
Yamethin district. The irrigation works 
would bring an additional 20,000 - 50,000 
acres under cultivation. 

Russia is also to construct a farm imple- 
ments factory at a cost of about £1,125,000. 
The factory is apparently primarily intended 
for the production of bullock ploughs. 

The second loan is from China and 
amounts to the equivalent of £1,500,000. 
This is for constructing a textile factory. 
Grave concern has already been voiced in 
Rangoon as to the loan from China. It is 
felt that if Burma falls behind on the loan 
payments, this may well be used as a bar- 
gaining factor in her long-extended border 
disputes with China. In any event, as Burma 
is already in the throes of an economic 
crisis, the wisdom of further loan commit- 
ments at this juncture may perhaps be 
doubted with good reason. Under existing 
barter agreements, Burma is already com- 
mitted to supply 400,000 tons of rice per 
annum to Russia, and 50,000 tons each to 
Yugoslavia and Japan. The result of these 
long-term ties elsewhere will undoubtedly be 
to restrict imports from the UK for some 
time to come, if not, in fact, to effect a 
permanent alteration in the trade pattern. 

Japanese trade to Burma is booming, 
whether one looks at the purely competitive 
field of vehicles (the Toyata Land Cruiser 
is, to take an example, a very serious com- 
petitor to the Land Rover) or at the Gov- 
ernment construction programmes. Japanese 
engineers are, for instance, busy on a dam 
and power stations at Baluchaung, which 
scheme is scheduled to cost the equivalent 
of about £17 million. 


The general indications would seem to be 
that the outlook in Burma for British 
architects and contractors, and for British 
suppliers of building materials, will be 
increasingly difficult for some years to come 
with the possible exception of contracts 
resulting from World Bank loans or from 
non-Government funds. 











OVERSEAS BUILDING NEWS 


OFFICES of Barclays Bank DCO abroad 
have reported the following items of 

building interest in their ‘Overseas Review’ 
for January: ® 

SOUTHERN RHODESIA.—From Salis- 
bury, the Bank reports that a £300,000 hotel 
is to be built in the city. It will have several 
unusual features and will be part double 
storey and part seven-storey, with a total 
of 100 bedrooms. Building plans approved 
in Salisbury during November _ totalled 
£873,084 and in Bulawayo £585,926. 

NORTHERN RHODESIA.—An estate 
to accommodate up to 170 houses has been 
chosen in Lusaka, where Africans will be 
able to build houses on an ownership basis 
and choose their own design from a variety 
of plans. Schemes involving loans to the 
total value of £1,409,874 were approved by 
the Northern Rhodesia African Housing 
Board during its first eight months’ exist- 
ence.

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Road System Proposals 


PROPOSALS for the road system to ser- 

vice the new Forth Road Bridge have 
been largely completed and will proceed 
in keeping with the work on the bridge 
itself. First mooted some 30 years ago, the 
Forth Road Bridge was finally approved 
last year by the Government and tenders 
for the first contract have now been sought. 
These should be returned by the end of 
March and a contractor or contractors 
nominated for the initial work. 

The bridge should be completed by the 
end of 1962 and is to carry an estimated 
12,000 vehicles per day. It will be a toll 
bridge. Work should start in April. 

Existing roads to north and south are 
twisting and narrower than would be neces- 
sary for the smooth, heavy flow anticipated. 
The policy throughout will be to complete 
feeding and access roads at the standard level 
of two 24-ft. carriageways, two 9-ft. cycle 
tracks and two 6-ft. footpaths, a consider- 
able improvement on the existing 18-ft. 
overall roads which service the ferries. 
North, east and west routes will be gathered 
at Masterton Roundabout to the north of 
Rosyth and Inverkeithing, with a western 
link to a new Pitreavie Roundabout feeding 
Dunfermline. 


There will be an immediate temporary 
link to A90, the main Perth-south road and 
a future short extension is planned to replace 
this to: give a more direct and major link. 
At Masterton, an elongated roundabout will 
have these slip roads feeding in from east 
and west, thus providing complete gather- 
ing facilities for the new road. The next 
roundabout, again elongated, is at Admir- 
alty-road, between Rosyth and Inverkeith- 
ing, and here, again, slip roads will feed in 
at low level while the main road crosses at 
higher level. Seggsburn Junction, the last 
point before the crossing, will have a series

of high and low level slip roads to allow 
feeding in and out before the gathering 
point and toll booths at St. Margaret’s Head. 
A viaduct here of prestressed reinforced 
concrete will run for 842 ft. before traffic 
enters the side span; the 3,300 ft. of main 
span runs from Mackintosh Rock to the 
south side where a further 1,340 ft. of span 
gives access to the southern viaduct of 
1,437 ft., which carries the road to Hope- 
toun Roundabout, first distribution point 
on the south bank. On this side there 1s 
again a gathering point and toll booths. 

At Hopetoun, a link will run to Bo’ness 
and the west. The next link south takes the 
new road to Scotstoun Roundabout where 
a link will feed traffic south to Kirkliston 
and the main Glasgow-Edinburgh road; 
from Scotstoun, the road will run due east to 
Dolphinton Roundabout and to the starting 
point on the existing Queensferry Road, 
some six miles east of Edinburgh. The 
plans thus take care of traffic from west and 
east again, on this south bank. The bridge 
itself will be about one and a quarter miles 
long.
